PLANTING — Ornamentals,  deciduous  trees,  shrubs, 
evergreens,  etc.,  may  be  set  out  at  any  time  in  the 
fall  after  the  rainy  season  commences  and  continued 
through  the  winter  and  spring  until  about  May  1st. 

But  when  possible,  transplant  in  the  fall.  It  is 
much  easier  for  the  plants  to  take  hold  of  the  new 
soil,  and  stock  thus  transplanted  will  be  more  vig- 
orous and  much  easier  to  take  care  of  the  first  year. 

CARE  IN  PLANTING— Dig  the  soil  about  2 feet 
deep;  if  any  sod  or  leaves  are  at  hand,  use  a good 
layer  of  them  at  the  bottom  of  the  hole;  firm  the 
soil  around  the  roots  when  planting;  water  plants 
thoroughly  after  planting. 

If  manure  or  commercial  fertilizer  is  used,  incor- 
porate same  with  soil ; we  much  prefer  use  of  manure 
or  commercial  fertilizer  on  top  of  the  soil  around  the 
tree  and  let  the  rain  wash  same  into  the  soil  during 
the  winter. 

The  tree  should  be  placed  in  the  hole  with  the  roots 
spread  out  in  their  natural  position.  Work  a little 
fine  soil  between  the  roots.  Examine  roots  of  trees 
and  plants  carefully  before  planting  and  remove  all 
broken  or  bruised  roots. 

Shape  the  top  of  the  tree  by  pruning,  so  as  to 
make  a good  foundation  for  a well-shaped  tree. 

EVERGREEN  TREES  do  not  require  triming,  but 
in  the  event  they  are  getting  too  large  for  the  space 
where  they  are  planted,  they  can  be  trimmed  same 
as  any  other  plants.  The  best  time  to  do  it  is  in  the 
spring,  from  middle  of  March  to  June  1st.  Keep  them 
well  watered  after  trimming  and  if  the  soil  is  poor, 
give  them  a good  mulching.
